side Addition  to  the  City  of  Port  Wayne,  Indiana;  thence  running  Last 
to  the  Southeast  corner  of  said  lot;  thence  .South  to  the  North  line  of 
a strip  of  land  owned  by  Mrs.  Charles  Knight;  thence  West  along  the  North 
line  of  said  piece  of  land  owned  by  said  Mrs.  Charles  Knight  to  the  North- 
west corner  of  said  strip  of  land;  thence  North  to  the  place  of  beginning.
